WILLIAM PENN URGED
“LEAGUE OF NATIONS”

Suggestion of Union Similar to
Wilson’s Plan Made While
Hiding in London

A plan for a leagus of nations, strile
ingly similar In principle to the constitution
for permanent peace just presented to the
Allled conference by President Wilson, wan
brought forth by Willlam Penn in 1603,
while he was hiding in Lendon from the
wrath of William of QOrange.

With wars raging on the continent of
Furope and the, revolution of 1688 In Fng-
land yet fresh in the minds of the peopls,
Penn, stlll ynder the Imperinl ban lLiecausa
of hia alleged complicity in the movement to
make Jamem IT King of England, wrote
his great essay, "Looking Toward the Pres-
ent and Future Peace of Furope ™

Tt was the first formal scheme far a league
of nations ever proposed by Englinh-
wpoaking person. There was one great plan
of earlier date propounded by IHenry IV of
France and called the “Great Deslgn '

Prasented Idea to Queen

Petin wan granted his entire liborty by
William toward the end of 1683, 1o then
presented to Queen Mary u copy of his exsay,
in which he showed the desirabllity of peace
throughout the world. instead of war, and
FugRested the sending of deputies by all
nations to u genernl conference, Am recontly
an 1860 a copy of his plan was ment to a
peace conferance being held In Paris, where
It made n great impression an foreshadowing
eertaln plane there under consideration

In referring to his great scheme, Penn
wrote: - “I hope thin essay will net he
eharged upon me for m fault, If It appear
to be nelther ohimerical nor Injurlous and
may provoke abler pens to Improve and
p"h:l. the design with better judgment and
sunoe

"Thin underiaking s the fruit of my solicl
tous thoughts far the peace of Furope, nod
they must want charlty as much as the
world needn quict to be offended with me
for o pacific a proposal, Tet them eensire
my Mmanagement sn they prosecute the nd
vantage of the design: for til the millenary
doctrine be accomplished there Is nothing
nppears to me = beneflelnl an expedient

for peaco and happiness of this quarter of
the world,"”

Peace and lts Advantages

In the first nectlon of hin plan Penn spesks
“¢f peace and e ady antages."" “He must not
Be 4 man, but & status of brass or siono,”
the ecuruy begine, “whore bowels de mot
melt when he beholds the blaody tragedies
of this war, in Hungary, Germany, Flanders,
Ireland and at men, the mortality of wickls
and langulshing camps and navies and the
mighty prey the devouring winds and waves
have made upon ships and men slnee ‘8%
(1688, What cun we desire better thun
peace than the grace to use It7  With wht
case and advaniage the peace of Europe
might be procured and kept,™

Section 2 deals with the “nmeans ¢f peace,
which is justice rather than war” It de.
clares that “as justico in n preserver, go it
Is & better procurer of peace than war  If
we look over the storles of all times
shall find the aggressors generally moved
by ambition, the pride of esnquest nnd
greatness of domination more than right

"1 shall endenvor to make It evident that
these leviathans had never been able to
devour the peace of thoe world and engross
whole eountries as they have done It the
proposal 1 have to make had been in prac-
tee’ T say Justice la the means of peace.”

Sectlon 8 meeis the guestion “of the ob-
jections which may be advanced agalnst the
design.'” He answers them one by one.  The
first Ix “that the strongest and richest vov-
ereignty will never agree to It and, If I
should, there would be danger of corruptlon
more than of force.” His answer to this ah.
jection Is that "he is not wironger than ajl
the rest.”

Necond Objecilan

The mecond chjection s “thut 1t will en-
danger an effeminacy by such a disuse of
soldlery.” His answepr to this I= that thers
in no danger of effeminacy becauss each
soverelgnty may introduce as temperate or
gevera s dircipline in the education of youth
ne they please by lving and due
lubor,

The third objectlon is “that there will be
great want of employment for younger
brethers of familles and that the poor must
elther turn soldlers or thleves' He sintes
that this can be avolded by the government
assuming & wollcltous attitude toward the
education of lts youth,

The fourth objection is “"that seoveriegn
princes and states will hereby become not
soverelgn, a thing they will never endure’™
How this comeldes with the attitude of cer-
tain Senatcrs on the fleor of the Uniied
States Henate today, who are malntaining
that this country will sacrifice (ta Independent
rights by joining the proposed league of na-
tions. Penn answers this argument by say-
ink that the ebjectors nre assuming A inls.
taken attitude. *“They remuin st home as
poverelgn am ever they were he saya *It
may be the war establishment may be re-
duced, which will, indeed, of course, follow
or be better emplc yed to the pdvantage of the
publie, TIf this be called & lessening of thelr
power It must be only bhecauke the great flsh
can no longer eat up the little ones and
that each soverclgnty in equally defended
from Injuries and disabled from committing
them.”

. Real Benefiis Reelted

Seotion 10 recites “the real benefils that
flow from the proposal about peace "Let I
not be the least' wrote the great Penn,
“that It prevents thy spllling of sc much
human and Christinn blood. A thing so
oftensive to God and terrible and affilcting
to men must recomimend our expedient he-
vond mil objectlons. The repudiation of
Christlanity will, in some dexres, be recov-
ered In sight of the infldeln. It saves money,
Towns, citien and ccuntries that might ba
1ald waste by the rage of War &re preserved,
Another henefit la the ease and necurity of
travel and trafMe, Tt will beget and increase
personal  friendshin  betwern princes  And
states, which tends to the rooting up of
wars”
